‘The presence at Springfield, on W ednes- 


day, of so many men of both parties so 
eminent -in publie life, certainly meant 
sometiiing more than a mere selection of 
candidates. Though there were double 
the usual number of delegates to a State 


Nowinating Convention, and the outside 


attendance was beyond all precedent, 
‘there were no candidates there seeking 


ottice, and no caucusing or bargaining. 
The gentlemen nowinated for State offices 
may be said to have had the nominations 
forced upon them. All the usual practices 
of office-seeking were missing, and the 
ticket, as presented by the Committee of 


_ Conference, was unanimously adopted in 
both Conventions. 


The choice for Governor was a remark - 
able instance of the absence of office-see k - 
ers. At the Republican Convention, a month 
ago, there were eighteen persons secking 
the office of Lieutenant -Gevernor, it being 
understood that that oflicer was to become 
Governor ttpon Oglesby’s election to the 
Senate.
